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Seek Aerial 
Tramway as 
Job Project 


Need of Post-War 
Construction Work 
Told C. of C. Board 


The Palm Springs Aerial Tram­ 
way project, which envisions the 
longest and highest air ride in 
the world, was revived today as 
a post-war project as result of 
action taken by directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The immense recreational proj­ 
ect would transport passengers 
from the floor of the desert to 
the snows of San Jacinto in bas­ 
kets. propelled by steel cables. 
Plans and preliminary steps 
for the project were progressing 
when the war broke out and all 
steel for civilian uses was frozen. 
At the meeting of Chamber 
of Commerce directors last Fri­ 
day, Major Robert Ransom, 
home on a furlough from Camp 
Maraña, near Tucson, Arizona, 
told the board that the govern­ 
ment is vitally interested in 
substantial projects designed to 
lake up the slack in unemploy­ 
ment after the war. 
Attorney Henry L o c k w o o d , 
who represented Palm Springs 
when the project was first 
broached at Sacramento, has 
been re-engaged to again handle 
the legal end of the Aerial Tram­ 
way as a post-war project.

Who's Enjoying the Sunshine—It Goes 


62 Below Zero at Jay Denier's Camp 


Of all the people basking in the desert sunshine in Palm 
Springs this week, probably the most grateful for its genial 
w arm th is Jay Denier. Jr., of the U. S. arm y engineering corps. 
For when he departed from h isf 
post for his furlough it was 40 
degrees below zero there and 
when he goes back, he expects 
to run into some more sub-zero 
weather. It has been known to 
get down to 62 below. 


ON ALASKAN HIGHWAY 


Denier has been on the Alask­ 
an highway project with the U. 
S. engineers, stationed 
in 
the 
northern sector at White Horse 
in the Yukon, where winter is 
really winter. 
The road is completed now, 
through 
to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, 
and convoys are rolling north. 
But it took much real work to 
put it through. A 50-foot swath 
has been cut through the forests 
up and down hill and a 30-foot 
gravel-surfaced roadway covers 
most of the route. There is still 
much 
corduroy 
roadway 
over 
the “muskeg”, swampy sections 
where it will take some time to 
achieve a firm foundation. 


COLD PLAYS HAVOC 


The 
extreme 
cold 
provides 
many difficulties for motors. Half 
of the truck engines are kept 
running all night to help the oth­ 
er 
trucks 
get started in the 
mornings. Heat and fire has to 
■be applied to truck axles to thaw 
out the wheels so that they will 
turn over. 
Fire-wood was plentiful, how- 
ere, and it was a good thing for 
great quantities have to be used 


in the tents to keep the men 
warm. Bathing was a problem 
but was solved by cutting 50- 
gallon drums lengthwise for tubs. 
Water is heated on the big stoves 
in the tents for the baths. In 
summertime, bathing was an out­ 
door affair with old oil drums 
providing 
adequate 
overhead 
tanks for showers. 


PLENTY OF GAME 
Sometimes there was difficulty 
in getting supplies to the camp 
but there was always plenty of 
game. Details would be organiz­ 
ed to bring in game. Moose was 
most plentiful 
with 
mountain 
sheep, caribou and deer also re­ 
plenishing the larder. 
Work was started on the high­ 
way in February and the first 
convoy rolled its length in No­ 
vember. At present, the road is 
not designed for a pleasure road 
for it goes right over the hills 
and some of the grades are too 
steep for ordinary traffic. 


ALL-YEAR ROAD 
Snow plows are kept on the 
job to keep the road open in 
winter but because all deep cuts 
have been avoided, little trouble 
is expected in keeping the high­ 
way clear. 
Some trouble is expected dur­ 
ing the spring thaw in April but 
repair crews will be on hand to 
handle this.

Numerous Slickers 


Cleared By Board 


William Lippm an, chairm an of 
the gasoline panel of th e local 
rationing 
board, 
did 
a 
little 
sleuthing this w eek to clear up 
the m ystery of an autom obile 
carrying three stickers, A, B and 
C. The car had caused m uch com­ 
m ent am ong m otorists w ho had 
received bu t an A book. They 
w anted to know why th a t driver 
was so “lucky.” 


The m ystery was cleared when 
the case w as surveyed. T he driver 
had obtained his A book here. 
His legal residence being in a 
coast town, he applied for and re­ 
ceived a B card there, being en­ 
titled to it. 
Then an emergency arose in 
which the m otorist had to take 
a m em ber of his family to a spec­ 
ialist and the coast board allow­ 
ed him 20 gallons from a C book, 
tearing out all of the 64 coupons 
but five. 
Now the m otorist had an A and 
a B sticker but no C. A gasoline 
service m an refused to sell him 
gasoline on C coupons w ithout a 
C sticker so th at was obtained. 
The m otorist then put a ll three 
on his w indshield, contrary to 
regulations and aroused th e envy 
and protests of others. 
The local board made th e in­ 
vestigation w hen it learned it 
was being blam ed for the excess 
gasoline rations apparently issued 
this driver. 
Mr. Lippm an urged m otorists 
to display only the higher rating 
sticker. Those w ith A and B 
books are urged to show the B 
only and those w ith A and C, the 
C sticker only. 
No one can legally hold both a 
B and a C book ,he said.

Tire Inspections 


Must Be Made By 


Jan. 31, Warning 


M otorists w ere 
notified 
th at 
they m ust have their tires in­ 
spected before aJn u ary 31. H old­ 
ers of A books m ust have their 
tires inspected again every four 
months, after th a t date and hold­ 
ers of B and C books, every 60 
days. 
This periodic inspection, W il­ 
liam Lippm an, head of the local 
gasoline board said, is to pre­ 
serve the nation’s rem aining tire 
carcasses, m ost of which are on 
running w heels today. 
It is im portant, he said, w hen 
a tire w ears down to w here the 
carcass is endangered, th at the 
m otorist be given a certificate 
for a recap or perhaps a replace­ 
m ent. But, Mr. Lippm an w arned, 
these are going to be hard to get 
so the need for vigilance in pro­ 
tecting tires is as great as ever. 
The governm ent has allowed 
tire inspection stations to m ake a 
charge of 25 cents per tire and if 
the tire has to be taken from the 
rim, 50 cents.

Hammada

(“HAMMADA” is an Arabic word 
and refers to a rocky desert). 


THE PERIODICAL CICADA 
Cacama crepitans and its 
relative* 


To listen to th e 
montonous 
sum m er song of this insect, often 
m istakenly called a locust, you 
would never suspect that it has 
lived a long life of many changes, 
and has survived great dangers. 
But it is so, for th e periodic ci­ 
cada of Southern California is an 
adult for but a few weeks, and a 
juvenile for as long as five years! 
And as a 
youngster, 
it 
goes 
through no less th an ten changes 
of its form and size, each one 
m arked by the shedding of an 
old w orn-out skin. In Middle and 
Eastern North A m erica lives an­ 
other periodical 
cicada 
which 
takes anyw here from 13 to 17 
years to attain its m ajority and 
that adulthood, too, lasts only a 
few weeks! 
In order to get the sequence 
of life-form s of th e cicada, it is 
most convenient to start at the 
beginning of all life — the egg. 
Mama cicada (who, incidentally, 
does not sing) lays her eggs on a 
tree tru n k or lim b, in the sum ­ 
mer. She does not live long after 
this act, but h er work in life 
is completed and the species con­ 
tinues to exist. H er eggs, packed 
tightly in a tiny hole on the un­ 
der side of the limb or twig, 
begin 
hatching 
in 
about 
six 
weeks. By this tim e, the m other 
and father cicada are dead and 
gone, and, of course, the infant 
must fend for himself. And this 
he knows how to do. 


CHANGES SHAPE 


He is a nondescript, pale crea­ 
ture scarcely one-tw elfth of an 
inch in length, and has no power 
except th at of wriggling. W rig­ 
gling serves, however, to get him 
out of the nest, and he falls to 
the ground. E ither before or after 
the fall, it seem s to m ake no 
difference as long as he is out 
of the nest, he sheds his queer 
em bryonic skin and assumes a 
garb m ore fitting to his future 
life as a burrower. His front feet 
are strong and shaped efficiently, 
serving him as shovels, and he 
wastes no time in digging into 
the ground that is to be his home 
for m any long years to come. 
And then begins the long series 
of changes that are to result some 
day in an adult cicada. Time 
after tim e, the skin is shed and 
the creature is slightly differ­ 
ent. There is not space here to 
record these changes in all their 
interesting detail; most of them 
are changes of size and propor­ 
tion, w ith the feet becoming bet­ 
ter tools all along, suited to the 
job th at must be done in that 
particular stage, o r “instar". 
All this time, the vigorous in­ 
fant is digging, burrowing, trav­ 
elling under the earth. He rarely 
gets deeper than two feet, and 
is most often found at a depth 
of around eighteen inches. He 
feeds on roots alm ost entirely, 
but eats very little, so that there 
is no evidence th a t he does any 
harm. 
A month or so before he is to 
emerge above th e ground, after 
his five years of toiling, some 
inner urge tells him 
that 
the 
time is coming. Accordingly, he 
turns his tunnel sharply upw ard 
and constructs a large chamber. 
This is a m ysterious thing; How 
does he “know” when his cham­ 
ber is only an inch or so below 
the surface? T here is no open­ 
ing as yet, but the cham ber al­ 
most never breaks through. The 
front legs possessed by the cicada 
at this stage of the game are 
specialized for th e construction 
of this final cham ber; w ith their 
aid, he is able to press and pack 
the d irt at the sides, so tightly 
that there is no debris whatever. 


AWAITS GREAT DAY 


H ere in this snug, alm ost her­ 
m etically-sealed retreat, the ci­ 
cada aw aits the 
great 
day 
of 
emergence. A nd again th at mys­ 
terious som ething w arns him that 
it is time, and he loses no time in 
breaking through the thin shell 
of earth at th e top of the b u r­ 
row. 
Born in the trees, he now goes

back to them , and in the waning 
light of the sum m er evening— 
for somehow, this alw ays takes 
place at the close of the day—the 
brown, inch-long cicada 
makes 
his way up the rough bark, often 
going on until he comes to rest 
on a leaf. And here he rocks 
his body gently, as if settling 
down to rest, 
and 
shifts 
his 
clawed feet until they secure a 
firm grip. Presently he bends his 
back, and the skin from his head 
to his abdomen splits. And slow­ 
ly there emerges a ghost of an 
insect, laboriously — yet gently, 
too, so as not to tweak the now- 
dead foothold of th e old skin 
—clam bering into a new world. 
Creamy w hite, w ith brilliant red 
eyes, wet, crum pled wings—such 
is the adult cicada at its "birth”. 
Completely free of the old skin 
at last, he* rests u ntil morning. 
And then off he flies, leaving 
the dry brown skin clinging to 
the tree-trunks or leaf; we find 
them there often. 
The life of the ad u lt cicada is 
pitifully brief, but it suffices. He 
m ay sing for a w eek or two un ­ 
til a fem ale is attracted, and then 
he gets down to th e silent and 
im portant business 
of 
courting 
her. This may happen several 
times; then he begins to grow 
weaker, is often attacked by a 
fungus disease, and literally falls 
apart. B ut as long as the head 
and 
thorax 
rem ain 
together, 
though he be lacking wings or 
even m ost of the abdomen, he 
will continue to try to sing—oft­ 
en a sm all w hisper of his for­ 
m er song, as the great air-filled 
abdomen acted as a sounding box 
and is now gone. M eanwhile the 
females are digging tiny caverns 
on the under sides of twigs and 
branches, depositing their eggs 
in them, and dying quietly. Once 
more the cycle is consummated, 
and life continues.
